BRUSSELS, April 5.—As cabled to the Post- 
DISPATCH yesterday, Gen. Boulanger is in- 
stalled in the comfortable Hotel Mengelles in 
the Rue Royale, facing the magnificent bronze 
obelisk in honor of the declaration of Bei- 
gium’s independence. The hotel is thronged 
with special correspondents from London, 
Paris, Berlin and from Copenhagen. Since 
his strategetic movement to the rear, how- 
ever, the General has become mere reserved 
and only admits to his presence those 
personally known to him. The exiled ‘‘elect’’ 
of a quarter of a million Parisians and of 900,- 
000 Frenchmen, is installed in a magnificent 
suit of apartments occupying the whole front 
of the building. Despite the pouring rain 
last evening bundreds of people were standing 
out in the Rue Royale watching the General’s 
windows, hoping to catcha glimpse of him.

JEFFERSON City, Mo., April 5.—Senator 
Grath amused the Senate this morning dy 
introduction of a bill to prevent and pun 
‘*poodlery.’’ The bill is Intended to preve 
the assessment of candidates for office | 
political committees for election purpose: 
The first section provides that any person o 
associations of persons who shall assess, de 
mand or receive from any candidate for an) 
State, county or municipal office any sum or 
sums of money, or who shall attempt to carry 
outor participate in any fraud upon such 
candidate in consideration of his 
or their influence or for money, 
shall be deemed guilty of boodlery and 
adjudged guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Nothing herein shall be construed to probibit 
candidates and others from voluntarily con- 
tributing influence and money for political 
purposes. Senator McGrath, in explaining 
the bill, stated that quite recently a friend 
and constituent of his was compelled to pay 
an ssment of $3,000 or retire from the 
tick and that another St. Louis friend, 
though not in his district, was unanimously 
deprived of his nomination for having neg- 
lected to pay asimilar assessment of $800. 

Senator McGinnis thought it a good bill and 
he favored its passage, and in order to favor 
its course he moved a suspension of the rules 
requiring it to be printed, which was so 
ordered. 

Senator McGrath also introduced a Dill 
amending the Johnson gambling act by strik- 
ing out the felony clause and restoring the old 
law as to the nature of offense by making the 
offense a misdemeanor punishable by fine in- 
stead of a felony punishable by imprisonment 
in the penitentiary, as the law now provides. 

The committee on Swamp Lands will report 
favorably on the Mississippi Levee bill, No. 
412, which has already passed the House. The 
bill was carefully drawn by Senator Carleton 
and is considered a good, bill. It asks no 
money from the State, but under the provis- 
ions of the bill contiguous territory can be 
organized into levee districts, a Board of Di- 


rectors and other officers appointed, taxes lev- 
ied and ussessed and contracts entered into 
with the Mississippi River Commission for the 
construction of levees againet river over- 
flows. This bill, if it becomes a law, will en- 
able the rich aljuvial lands of Southwest Mis- 
souri to become the garden of the State. The 
law will ‘be general in its effects and any 
county in the State can organize for protec- 
tion against river inundations. The bill will 
undoubtedly pass. 
THE HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 

More of Laclede, in behalf of the Republican 
caucus held last night, introduced to-day the 
following resolution:

It Is Not a Jelly Life to Lead. 


From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

A curious phenomenon came under my eyes 
on Saturday, which goes to illustrate the dis- 
agreeable side of a locomotive engineer’s life. 
Seated in the corner of the car nearest to the 


locomotive of the fastest local express that 
runs out of this city, the Beaver Falls express 
on the Fort Wayne, aclear view was afforde 
me. It was snowing just enough to make it 
dificultto see more than 200 yards ahead of 
the train. 

As soon asthe train clears the city limits it 
runs ata speed ranging from thirty to sixty 
miles an hour, and often for a mile or two 
strikes asteady gate of not less than s mile a 
minute. At Jack’s Run station I saw a man de- 
liberately cross the track not fifty yards ahead 
of our train. When we came to Bellevue 
station asmall boy waited on the south side of 
the track till the train was less than fifty yards 
away, and then ran over to the north side. 
For a momentithought the boy was under 
the wheels, so narrowly did he escape. There- 
after for a distance ofa mile or so, and at ev- 
ery possible crossing, some one appeared to 
be waiting to put his life in jeopardy. 

Perhaps locomotive engineers get used to 
avoiding involuntary manslaughter bya hair’s 
breadth, with an occasional exception where 
a human being is knocked into the next worid 
as a reward for his foolhardiness, but the un- 
hardened traveler cannot help but wish that 
railroad tracks were better enclosed, and that 
the penalty for trespassing on them were 
high and regularly enforced.

American Vines in France. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April5.—In his report 
td the State Department, George W. Roose- 
velt, Consul at Bordeaux, gives statistics rela- 
tive to the 1888 Wine harvest of France. The 


vintage of 1888 amounted to 797,707,000 galions, 
an increase of 191,874,000 gallons over 
the yield of 1887, although being 35,000 
galions less than the average vield 
of the last ten years. Much of the good result 
of the last vintage is due to American vines. 
The vineyards of the Midi were the first to suf- 
ferfrom the invasion of the phylloxera and 
the viticulturists of that section were the 
first to employ Awerican vines to combat its 
ravages, and their value was most emphat- 
ically demonstrated in the last harvest. In 
many localities entire vineyards have been 
replanted in these vines, upon which French 
vines have been grafted. 


The German Corvette Sophie. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 5.—The German. 
corvette Sophie, which sails for Zan- 
zibar to-day tor Samoa, is another fine 


ship, superior to either the Richmond, 
Adams or Alert. which will constitute the 
American squadron at Samoa. She is of com- 
posite type, 14 knots speed, 2,200 tons burden, 
carries eight 6-inch and three - inch rifles 
and four machine fans. with a torpedo 
outfit, and uses forced draft, which engineer 
experts here think contributed largely to the 
escape of the English war vessel Calliope, as 
it enabled her to get up steam in a short time. 


The Atlanta and Yorktown. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 5.—The cruiser 
Atlanta, now at Aspinwall, has been ordered 
by telegraph to New York. Although subject 
to future emergencies, it is the present inten- 
tion to send the Yorktown to New York on 
the 20th, so that the latest efforts at naval 
construction may be seen at the centennial 
celebration. She has been formally accepted 
from the contractors, subject to the special 
reservations of money on account of work yet 
to be done. 


Our Trade With Chili.

A FUGITIVE BEER GLASS IN A BAR-ROOM 
FIGHT CAUSES DAMAGE. 


Edward Lang, Jon of Julius Lang, Seriously 
Hurt in an Election Row Monday Night 
—The Extent of the Injury Unknown 
Until Yesterday—A Delicate Operation 
Performed by His Physicians Saves 
His Life. 


An election row which came very near to 
culminating in a murder, and which sv far 
escaped publication, occurred Monday night 
in Julius Lang’s annex, on Pine street, be- 
tween Seventh and Eighth streets. About 9 
o’clock that night Charles McCormack, 
a Deputy Marshal in the Second Dis- 
trict Police Court, accompanied by John 
Thomas Brady, entered Lang’s annex and sat 
down at a table near the front door. While they 
were engaged in conversationover their glasses 
of beer Paul Kemp, who keeps a saloon near 
the Four Courts, came in witha friend whose 
identity is unknown but whose character is 
said to be that of a tough. They sat down at 
a table in the rear and close bya door which 
leads into the room where the bar is located. 
Kemp, knowing McOormack, made seme 
remark about the election. McOormack re- 
torted and Kemp then referred to 
Martin Neiser, McCormack’s employer in a 
way which incensed the deputy. A cross fire 
ot words was kept up until finally Kemp and 
his companion jumped up and seis- 
ing chairs made for McCormack and

When Quay induced Harrison to make 
WANAMAKER Postmaster-General in re- 
turn for services in raising the extraordi- 
dinary supply of boodle with which voters 
were bought in blocks of five, the Repub- 
lican boss assumed, it seems, that a man 
who would render such services would not 
scruple to render any other services the 
machine boss might require from a Post- 
master-General. But WANAMAKER has 
taken a notion that the interests of the 
postal service require postmasters in New 
York and Philadelphia who, being Re- 
publicans, are more distinguished as bus- 
iness men than as politicians. Accordingly 
he insists on the appointment for Phila- 
delphia of JohN FIELD, a Republican of 
high character and a business man of 
such ability that WANAMAKER once offered 
him a salary of $25,000 to superintend one 
departnient of his Philadelphia business. 

This imposed upon President HARRISON 
avery disagreeable alternative, because 
Senators Quay and CAMERON united in de- 
manding the appointment of another 
man, and in giving notice that they would 
oppose the confirmation of FIELD to the 
bitter end on account of the fact that he 
had belonged to citizen committees or- 
ganized to put down boss rule and corrup- 
tion in municipal affairs.

Mayor Geo. W. Allen was detained by busi- 
ness and John 8. Moffitt, the secretary, was 
at home ill. Fletcher McDonald represented 
Mr. Moffitt. He said that invitations had been. 
sent to all the orders in the city requesting 
them to participate in the parade on April 30. 
A large number of replies had been received 
and all were favorabie. Beyond this general 
statement Mr. McDonald was not prepared to 
go. Mr. Moffitt would make a detailed report 
at the next meeting. 

Dr. Niccolls, chairman of the committee ap- 
pointed to see the School Board with regard 
to exercises in the schools on the afternoon of 
April 29, and holiday on April 29, 
reported that the first regular meet- 
ing of the board since the oreation of the com- 
mittee would be on Tuesday evening of next 
week. Members of the committee bad seen 
and talked with members of the board con- 
cerning the matter and found them favorably 
disposed toward the suggestions the commit- 
tee had to make. The matter will be formaliy 
presented at the meeting ot the Teachers’ 
Committee on Monday atternoon and followed 
up with presentation to the board Tuesday 
night. 

GIVE THE BOYS A CHANCE, 

Dr. Niccolls wanted to know what the com- 
mittee thought of an idea he had entertained. 
He wanted to interest the children in the 
demonstration and proposed to organize in 
the schools companies of boys to represent 
the thirty-eight States of the Union. He 
thought banners and other necessary accoutre- 
ments for the boys could be provided by the 
committee at little expense. 

Jerome Hill wanted the four Territories now 


in process of admission represented, but with- 
drew his suggestion later. 

The committee thought very well of Dr. 
Niccolis’ idea, and instructed his committee 
to bring the matter to the attention of the 
School Board, with the assurance that the 
general committee would bear all the ex- 
pense. It was reportedfrom the committee 
on the choice of a speaker for the night dem- 
onstration in Music Hall that a letter had 


deen written to a gentleman of national rep- 


utation, asking if his services could be se- 
cured, and no reply had been received. Until 
a reply was received the committee thought it 
best to say no more concerning their 
plans. The other arrangements for 
the demonstration were proceeding. The 
Choral Society had tendered its services to 
sing two nationalanthems, ‘‘The Star Span- 
gted Banner and Hail Columbia.’’ Nego- 
tiations were pending between the committee 
and the orchestra usually employed by the 
Choral Society. The stage will be extended 
somewhat to get the singers and the speaker 
out into the hall, the expense to be divided 
between the committee and the Choral Society 
—which will givea concert at the hall on the 
Thursday following the demonstration. 

On Frank Gaiennie’s suggestion the follow- 
ing resolution was drawn up and adopted: 

Resolved, That the permanent chairman be in- 
structed to add to the committee until it shall in- 
clude representatives of the various professions, 
trades and lines of business in the city and that invi- 
tations be extended tothe géntiemen so selected to 
be present at the next meeting.

THE NEW YORK PARADE. 


Representatives of Foreign Governments to 
Witness the Army and Naval Display. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraron. 

New YORK, April 5.—It may not have oc- 
ocurred to many military men of this country 
that the coming centennial celebration will 
afford an opportunity which foreign war de- 
partments intend to eagerly seize. From well 
informed circles it has been learred that 
officers of the aru and navy of England, 
Germany, France, Russia, Austria, Italy, 
Spain andevenfrom Japan, Chili and other 
South American States will be in 


New York during the celebration with no 
other object in view than to examine closely 
the military and naval forces, which will be 
mobilized on that day. With the possible ex- 
ception of the representation at Philadelphia 
in 1876 the New York Centennial parade will 
include in its ranks more different State or- 
ganizations than have ever been gathered 
together in the United States. The grand 
arade of the Army of the Potomac and 
herman’s army in Washingtofi at the close 
of the war, was undoubtedly the largest num- 
ber of soldiers marshalled in one column in 
this country. But it must be remembered that 
they came from one grand section of the coun- 
try. The mobilization for the centennial cele. 
bration will bring together national guards- 
men from nearly every State in the Union. 

Asfor the naval showing, there will be 
represented all the vessels ofthe North At- 
lantic squandron, to say nothing of the eH 
enee of many ofour former ‘‘prides of the 
navy’’ r into service to carry the naval 
forces doing duty at the training station, at 
the torpedo station and at the navy yards. 

THE MILITIA. 

The military attaches of foreign Govern- 
ments stationed in this country have had very 
few n to witness great masses 
of julted States troops in column. 
The foreign military attaches recognize this 
and will note accurately every point of excel- 
lence and every defect. It is seldom that 
militia troops are able to present a showing 
wholly void of defect, not because the per- 
sonnel! is nothing, but because they lack — — 
rience. There is something in the every day 
swing of the sword, the toss of the musket, 
the carriage of the body, that gives 
the regular soldier an easy, graceful 
and business-like air. The same cannot be 
expected of militia troops, no more than can 
a landsman unaccustomed to the rope run out 
on a yardtarm with the agility of an able sea- 
man. The militia man leaves his work-bench, 
his office, his desk, perhaps, and dons the 
regulation State dress, musters and falls into 
line. He is unaccustomed to a daily 
**setting-up drill,“ and if he han- 
dies his musket once a week bh 
is doing exceptionally well. Give the militia- 
men three months’ training such as a regular 
gets and he willbethesame man. Thatis the 
opinion of a regular army officer. In the. 
naval representation the forces will be regular 
men-of-wars’ men, since there is no naval re- 
serve. Nothing need be feared regarding the 
showing of our tars, for they have made their 
name respected throughout the world. As to 
the vessels, there will be several fine craft, 
among them the Boston, Chicago and Atlanta, 
certainly. 

The military regulations of the country 
have in them no provision touching military 
spies of foreign Governments during peace 
time. In France, Germany and Russia the 
custom is toconvey tothe frontier any one 
detected in the act of making military maps 
or drawings of forts and eden Last 
year several German officers were ar- 
rested in France charged with spy work. 
It will not have a depressing effect in Ameri- 
can military organizations to know that their 
doings on the day of the review in this city 
will be chronicled iu the War Departments of 
more than one European Government within 
a fortnight afterward. 


COMMERCIAL TRAVELEBS. 


Two Hundred of Them Gather to Keorganize 
the Missouri Division. 


A meeting of 200 commercial travelers was 
held atthe Mercantile Club yesterday after- 
noon for the purpose of reorganizing the Mis- 
souri Division of the Travelers’ Protective 
Union and composing a club for drummers 
only. M. Silverstone, National Secretary of 
the T. P. A., was introduced at the meeting by 
George 8. McGrew, and he explained the ob- 
jects of organization among traveling men, 
which were to secure the repeal of the laws 


tmposing a tax on them, to obtain concessions 
from railroads and hotels and other 
equally as important objects. Mr. 
McGrew then said he bad canvassed the lead- 
ing houses and found the employes greatly in 
favor ofaclub here, and twenty-six firms 
subscribed $10 apiece as the dues of honorary 
members.

GOVERNMENT SWINDLED OUT OF 
NEARLY $1,000,000 IN DUTIES. 


charged Empioyé of Allard & Son, a 
Large Parisian Firm—The New York 
Branch Charged With 


bent Sufferers. 


NEw Ton, April 5.—One of the most ex- 
traordiary cases of smugeling and fraud in the 
Custom-house known in this country, became 
public through the customs authorities in this 
city yesterday aiternoon. Allard & Sons, a 
large Parisian firm, dealing in antiques, art 
furniture, rare tapestries, paintings and bric- 
a-brac, have a branch establishment in this 
city at 304 Fifth avenue. For a period extend 
ing over at least seven years this house has 
engaged in the most bare-faced acts of 
smuggling. For many years the agent 
of Allard 4 Son in this city was a man 
named Blossaire. About three years ago he was 
superseded by the present agent, Paul Roulez, 
who resides on Palisade avenue, in West 
Hoboken, N. J. Under Roulez’ management 
Blossaire was steadily degraded, until last 
February he was discharged from the employ 
of the firm. In revenge for what he claims 
the injustice practiced against him, some 
weeks ago, Blossaire called on Special Treas- 
ury Agent Geo. H. Simmons and imparted 
some startling information that led to an 
immediate and searching investigation of the 
affairs of the firm. Special Treasury 
Agent Simmons soon found that smuggled 
goods had been purchased unsuspectingly 
from this firm by some of the wealthest resi- 
dents and most liberal art collectors in this 
city, including Wm. K. Vanderbilt, H. McKay 
Twombley of 684 Fifth avenue, and Orme 
Wilson of 414 Fifth avenue, also by Robert 
Garrett of Baltimore, Wm. Borden of Chicago, 
and many others. The scheme pursued by 
the firm was to consign to their New York 
house, cabinet furniture in which were con- 
cealed underneath the marble tops and in the 
false paneling, costly portiere curtains and 
rich tapestries. Custom’s duties, of course, 
would be paid only on the furniture. Inthe 
Fifth avenue store the smuggled goods would 
be removed. Purchasers were invariably 
charged extravagant prices for the articles, 
with the duties, out of which the Government 
bad been swindled, added thereto. 

THUS A DOUBLE FRAUD WAS PERPETRATED. 

It is not suspected that any one of the many 
purchasers had the remotest idea that the 
goods were smuggled. Mr. H. McK. Twom- 
bley is probably the most conspicuous victim 
ofthe firm’s dishonest practices. His bill for 


goods‘ordered from the New York house of 
Allard & Sons amounts to $95,000. In this lot 
of — was an oll „ resented to be 
a Rembrandt, for which r. Twomley paid 
$20,000, and on account of which he is now 
suing the firm, baving discovered that the 
picture is only a copy. This picture was 
smuggled into this country between two dec- 
orated doors, one of which was intended for 
Mr. Twombley’s house and can now be seen 
there. Mr. Twombley also reveived a large 
quantity of other paintings, costly curtains, 
bric-a-brac and rare tapestries which were 
smuggled through the Custom-house con- 
—— inthe upholstered seats of chairs and 
sofas. 

Mr. William K. Vanderbilt ordered from Al- 
lard & Sons an oil portrait of his 10-year-old 
son last November, which was delivered to 
him in February last. He paid the firm $6,000, 
the full price onthe picture. The firm got 
that through free of duty by packing it behind 
the glass of a mirror against the wooden back. 
The frame was sent separately. When the 
goods arrived the picture was taken out of the 
back of the mirror, framed and delivered to 
Mr. Vanderbilt by Biossaire, now the Govern- 
ment’s informant. Itis understood that Mr. 
Vanderbilt has also been the purchaser of a 
large quantity of rare tapestries, portieres and 
other articies from this firm. 

MR. WILSON’S PURCHASES. 

Among Mr. Orme Wilson’s purchases, which 
figure on the list of smuggled articles, is a 
large quantity ot rich portieres, tapestry, bric- 
a-brac, arare French clock and many other 
costly articles. They were brought over in 
February, 1887, and passed through the Cus- 
tom-house by Paul Roulez’ wife as her own 
housebold effects. Upon 1 412 it was 
found that they had been bought by Wilson 
during the preceding November and packed 

by the Allards in Paris. The investigation 
made by Special Treasury Agent Sim- 
progressed far enough by 
last Monday night to warrant bim in making a 
seizure, he had the necessary papers executed 
and called to his aid Special Treasury Agents 
J.C. Cummings, Frank Finley, Special ent 
Ritter and the informant, Blossaire, who had 
been deputized as an officer. They went to 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel and remained there 
most of the night, and at7 o’clock A- 
morning proceeded to Allard’s store, 
Fifth avenue. As soon as the an- 
itor of the store opened the oor 
they made a raid on the stock and 
captured a large quantity of chairs with up- 
holstered seats that were found stuffed with 
rich laces, tapestries, silks, bronzes, port- 
leres, curtains and almost everything a person 
could image. These chairs were a recent in- 
voice and had not been unpacked. 

SMUGGLED GOODS SEIZED. 

The officers also seized the mirror in which 
the Vanderbilt picture had been concealed and 
one of the ornamental doors between which 
Mr. Twombley’s alleged Rembrandt had been 
s muggled. A large quantity of other stuff, bear- 
ing recent marks not identified on the Custom- 
house invoices of the firm, was also seized. 
These things were sent to the seizure- room 
in the barge office and the party went to 
Roulez’s house in West Hoboken, where the 
seized a lot of tapestries valued at 44, 000, 
which they found packed in a plush sofa. 
These things were also sent to the seizure- 
room. It was ascertained through Roulez 
himself that the articles purchased by Robert 
Garrett of Baltimore were a large quantity of 
rare and costly heavy silks used for making 
old court dresses, now used only for coverin 
circular chairs and sofas. Wm. Borden o 
Chicago has purchased some elegant portiere 
curtains. These goods were also smuagied. 

ROULEZ CONFESSES. 

An examination was held in the afternoon 
before Collector Magone, Deputy Collector 
Charles P. McClelland and Spevial Treasu 
Agent Simmonds. Roulez, the New Lor 
agent of Allard & Sons, was present, as well as 
Blossaire, the informant. Koulez made a full 
confession and said that he was cognizant of 
the dishonest transactions and the 8 
ofthe firm. He admitted that both he an 
Blossaire were present, as was young Fer- 
nando Allard, member of the firm,who was in 
this country at the time when the Vanderbilt 
picture was unpacked and framed in February

THE CARPENTESS’ STRIKE. 


Anotigr Meeting Held To-Day—Arrange- 
ments for Continuing It. 


Every successive meeting of the striking 
carpenters is larger than the preceding one, 
and the meeting at Central Turner Hall 
this morning was the largest in pdint 
of numbers since the strike began. 
The carpenters’ council reported having 
taken twenty-seven carpenters from work 
yesterday, leaving less than 100 now at work 


in the city. It was also reported that hod- 
carriers and bricklayers o® new buildings 
were try the work of carpenters. A repre- 
sentative from the firm of Nicholson Bros., 
carpenters and builders, was in the hall and 
wanted to signa contract with the strikers 
and grant their demands. Mr. Blackmore, 
chairman of the meeting, stated that cabinet 
and show-case makers in a house on 
Seventh street were offered 90 cents an 
hour to do carpenter work, but 
rejected the offer. Mr. Kliver, leader of this 
strike, said fully 30,000 tradesmen would be 
affected by the carpenters’ strike if they held 
out much longer. Among these are brick- 
layers, plumbers, stone-cutters, painters, 
plasterers, tinners, hod-carriers, brick- 
makers, teamsters and planing mill men. The 
mill men have already felt the effects of the 
strike, and a mass-meeting of mill men has 
been called for Sunday afternoon at Central 
Turner Hall, where the part this trade is to 
play in the strike will be determined.

The Present Rush Not the First Toward the 
California Peninsula—Duke Gwinn and 
His Treops—The Rush to the Gold 
Fields and the Abandonment of the 
Enterprise. 


HE recent reported 

discoveries of gold in 

the peninsula of 

‘Lower Califor- 

nia,’’ said L. O. 

Wilson of Sacra- 

mento, Cal., who 

is at the Laciede, 

‘tis generally 

supposed to be 

something new, 

but to those who 

were residents of 

California from 

1864 to 1867 the 

story is an old 

one. The same 

reports began to 

be circulated in 

1864, and in the 

fall of 1865 there 

was a regular exodus from Southern Call- 

fornia to the northeastern coast of the 

California peninsula. The same cry 

that is now prevalent of immensely 

rich placer fields was raised there, and thou- 

sands of men, myself among the number, 

were attracted to that most desolate district. 

THE FIRST LOWER CALIFORNIA BOOM. 

The name used to draw us, as it afterwards 

turned out without authority, was that of the 

only native born American, as farasI know, 

who ever legitimately received a ducal title, 

Gwinn of San Francisco. I do not know his 

first name, as he was universally referred to 

as Duke Gwinn. He was an ardent South- 

erner, and after the surrender of Joe 

Johnston emigrated to Mexico with many 

of his army friends, and joined 

Maximilian. The trained and hardened ex- 

Confederates made a splendid record for 

themselves, especially in the irregular war- 

fare carried on by Juarez, and were sent to 

the northwestern provinces to face his light 

horse. They drove them pretty well out of 

the country, and as a reward Gwinn was 

made Duke of Sonora by Maximilian. Sonora 

is the northwestern State of Mexico, and was 

made to include the peninsula of Lower Call- 
fornia.

4 GENERAL EXODUS. 
The inhabitants of the peninusla were, as 
arule, very poor and exceedingly ignorant. 


There were a few great proprietorsof Mex- 
ican blood, the rest being half and quarter 
breed Indians, with a considerable sprinkling 
of negroes. Afterthe French had gained the 
upper hand a number of the American contin- 
gent went across the Gulf of California to take 
possession of the peninsula. In this they had 
no difficulty, as there was scarcely a vestige 
of government at any time and the war had 
called all the troops to Mexico. Severai Cali- 
fornians were among the invaders, and all 
were attracted by the appearance of some of 
the streams flowing eastward from the 
mountains, orrather from the hills that run 
through the center of the peninsula. They 
washed for gold and found it in considerable 
quantities, while the pearl-fishers of the coast 
told great stories of the richness of placers 
that existed in other localities. The news 
spread like wildfire. The California placers 
had just about given out, and there were 
thousands of prospectors, who were willing 
to go anywhere in search of gold. I was at 
Mojave, and a party of twenty of us set out for 
the gulf. Afteralong march we reached its 
head, but found that there would be great 
difficulty in getting any further. There were 
scarcely any transportation facilities, as the 
shipping of the gulf was confined to a few fisn- 
ing boats and pearl vessels. These were not 
nearly sufficient to accommodate the suddenly 
increased travel, and we had to waitin camp 
two weeks beforé being able to proceed on 
our way. We finally got a little — — 
vessel and after a three days’ passage landed 
at the mouth of a little stream called the San 
lidefonso. This was in November, 1865, and 
we found fully 700 men within a radius of ten 
miles. The rainy season had set in with great 
violence, the streams were out oftheir banks 
and no real tests of the merits of the placers 
could be made. Provisions soon were short 
as the yew | was barren and very thiul 
settled and if it bad not been for the fish 
which the natives sold us the lack of food 
would have driven every man from the 
peninsula. Asit was, welived on fresh fish 
and a little corn, which we bought at enor- 
mous prices, and waited patiently for the 
streams to go down. 
A DISASTROUS FAILURE. 

In the meantime Maximilian’s Government 
had practically collapsed, and Gwinn’s forces 
had dispersed. Many of them cameto Lower 
California, and the report of their movements 
spread north. Gwinn himself never had the 
smallest faith in the gold fields, and repeated- 
ly said so. But this only gave force 
to the report that great wealth 
existed, as he was credited with 
the desire to keep a good thing for himself. 
All that winter shiploads of men poured into 
the country, and the dearth of provisions be- 
came greater every day. But nearly all of us 
held on until the water went down, and then 
every watercourse was lined by men staking 
out claims. A ve short time sufficed to 

rove that although gold undoubtedly ex- 
sted it could be found in quantities scarcely 
sufficient to pry an Indian for his iabor.

SOME REMINISCENCES OF THE BUSA WHACK-

MISSOURI STATE TROOPS 

A do not mean to accuse the regular troops, 

either Federal or Confederate, of tyranical 

conduct, for this was far from being the case. 

Price was one of the kindliest, most chival- 

rous men in the world, and frequently de- 

nounced the conduct of the Southern bush- 

whackers, being especially severe on 

Quantrell and his cut-throats. On 

the Federal side Pope, Hunter and 

Curtis did all they could to check depre- 

dations, and the notorious Col. Jennison, 

Jennison the Jayhawker, as he was called, 

was on one occasion chased over one hundred 

miles by the Union troops, and if he had been 

caught would have stood a most excellent 

chance of stretching hemp.

A formal demand was made 

upon Gen. 8. R. Curtis for the surrender of 

McNeil, but he convinced the Confederate 


Commanderthat he had no authority over 
him, and so the matter was allowed to drop. 
ROBBER BANDS. 

The manner in which both parties con- 
ducted themselves in the irregular warfare of 
Western and Southwestern issour! was as 
bad as it well could be. At first there was a 
good deal of fighting, but as time wenton a 
set of thieves and robbers took the flela, who 
agreed not to injure each other, but to work 
in concert for purposes of robbery. This 
scheme was very successful, and gave the 
war features of horror in Missouri such as ex- 
isted nowhere in the country. One 
favorite . was for a ‘fr oe 
of cavalry flying the Confederate 
cruited simply forthe purpose of — 
inate raiding, to set off through a section of 
the country where no regular troops were to 
be fonnd, stop at the farm- houses, take what- 
ever they wanted, and ride on.
